Har- 
ris was watching at his front win- 
dow that day when he saw a 
strange man carry an empty basket 
upstairs and emerge presently 
With a full basket, and deposit it 
in an automobile parked at the 
curb. 

Harris waited until the car 
started away from the curb, then 
jumped on the running board and 
arrested two men who shared the 
car with their wives, children and 
the basket. The men are Lucien 
C. Faulkner, 4026A Blaine avenue, 
and Joseph E. Lame, 4239A De- 
Tonty street. They were taking 
their families on a picnic and had 
borrowed 10 bottles of home-brew 
from Harris’ neighbor. 

Harris chaged them with pos- 
session and transportation of in- 
toxicants. 

They were discharged at a pre- 
liminary hearing yesterday when 
Commissioner Atkins ruled that 
the seizure was illegal, as’ Harris 
had no warrant and no means of 
knowing what was in the basket. 

Harris admitted the bottles 
were wrapped and the basket was 
covered witb paper, but he assert- 
ed he saw a metal-cap on one bot- 
tle and that was enough to make 
a prohibition agent suspicious. 

Faulkner and Lame did not tes- 
tify and the name of their friend 
—Harris’ neighbor—was not dis- 
closed.

The fiber plant is ramie. It looks 
like a nettle; is, in fact, a cousin 
of the bristling little plants that 
harass barefoot boys in Missouri 
fields. but has no stings. “China 
grass” it has been called. Its 
antiquity for making paper and 
fabric nearly as fine as silk and 
strong as hemp is almost as great 
as that of papyrus, from which 
the first paper was made. 

Ramie Found Interesting. 

Ramie is on the southernmost 
and highest tier, which many via- 
itors find the most interesting. 
Other fiber plants to be seen there 
are cotton, flax, which is in blue 
flower now, and the Indian jute 
from which bags are made. Of in- 
terest with the cotton as remind- 
ers of the American South sre 
sugar cane, tobacco, upland rice, 
watermelon—and, of course, the 
mint, 

Besides the cane there are maize, 
kaffir and broom corn, sorghum, 
Japanese millet, rye, barley, tim- 
othy, popcorn, wheat, oats and a 
collection of ornamental grasses

From a little farther south than 
the cotton comes the hibiscus. 
Fere may be noted the bright, 
showy foliage of the brilliantly 
flowering ornamental varieties, be- 
side a smaller hibiscus of less 
glistening leaf. This is a small- 
flowered variety prolific of crim- 
son seeds from which, Superin- 
tendent and Mrs. Pring learned on 
their latest visit to Shaw’s Gar- 
den tropical station in Panama, 
the natives make a light crimson 
hot-weather drink. 

Castor Oil Plants. 

In the southeast corner of this 
terrace, for the benefit of moth- 
ers who wish to frighten naughty 
children, are the curious plants 
from which castor oil is made. 
Here they grow a little less than 
shoulder-high, with inch-thick red- 
dish yellow stems and huge red- 
veined palmate leaves. The flow- 
ers are somewhat the shape of 
lilacs, bat upright, with the scar- 
let seed-bearing flowers in the up- 
per part of the cluster, over the 
pale gree nand lemon stamenate 
flowers. The plants are not tre- 
mendously different from what one 
would expect from the taste of 
the medicine, 

To the second tier one walks 
northward through an arbor of 
fruit trees, apples, pears and all 
the others of this region trained 
to twine their branches over a 
Irtticed arch. On this terrace are 
the model gardens of shrubs and 
flowers to sult St. Louis and de- 
signs fitting various types of 
homes. 

Furthest east.is a blaze of colias 
and tropical flowers, suitable, per- 
haps, for the stiffer or more forma] 
types of brick bungalow. Over the 
neat privet hedge west of it is a 
dainty garden for a white country 
house, with rose borders, a Illy| 
pool and a fruit tree or two. 


Various Types of Hedge. 

Across the middle pathway the 
first garden on the west is a more 
naturalfetic design, with shrubs to 
screen out the rest of the world, 
irises, peonies and perennial] flow- 
ers, West of it is a vivid but re- 
strained setting of vincas, gera- 
niums, tobaccos, marigolds, salvias, 
coreopsis and ageratum. 

On the third tjer—the second 
from the north and the main en- 
trance to the garden—is a striking 
comparison of various types of 
hedges, Privet, as might be expect- 
ed, seems to show up best, but 
scarcely less dense and sightly are 
the barberry, flowering honey- 
suckle, and common locust. 

The northern tier, the _ first 
which most visitors see, shows as- 
paragus, sweet potatoes and other 
garden plants, and a group of the 
beet family, including the ordinary 
red beet, the sugar beet and the 
| mangel, which grows to a nine- 
|inch diameter in Europe and is 
| widely used as cattle feed. 


1200 INSURGENTS KILLED

Watson sought to take the 
ominous note out of this statement 
by adding: “In four months, 


though, we'll win them back,” but 
it was evident that he was genu- 
inely concerned over the fractious 
spirit of the folk at home. He 
pointed out that the Indiana farm- 
ers baiked in 1892 and in 1912 and 
crushed the Republican party. 

“IT do not think they are going to 
do it again this year,” he said, “but 
the fact that they have in the past 
is sufficient ground for taking their 
threat seriously now. The Farm 
Bureau Federation of Indiana, one 
of the best in the country, control- 
ling 70,000 votes, already has 
adopted a resolution favoring the 
Democratic farm plank over the 
Republican plank. We have four 
months in which to change this 
sentiment, and we have good argu- 
ments to help us. But it will take 
hard work.” 

Watson took his State dele- 
gation away from Hoover ina 
bitterly fought primary campaign 
and kept it in line at the conven- 
tion. 
in Kansas City along the lines of 
the McNary-Haugen bill, but 
climbed aboard the Hoover band- 
wagon as soon as Hoover's nomi- 
nation was accomplished. In spite 
of his ostensible regularity, how-

CAVOUR, Italy, July 17.—Gio- 


vanni Giolittl, Liberal, antifascist 
and five times Premier of Italy,’ 


died this morning at the age of $6. 
He had been suffering for a loug 
time from uremic poisoning, but 
maintained all his facultics to the 
end and told his relatives at his 
bedside he was happy at the 


thought of again meeting his wife 
who died some years ago. 

Sunday night when it was seen 
that his condition was hopeless he 
received extreme unction and Pope 
Pius sent him the apostolic bene- 
diction. The former Premier him- 
self realized that he could not live 
much longer. Then complications 
arose which caused the paralysis 
of one leg. 

After his retirement from the 
Cabinet he retained his seat in the 
Chamber of Deputies, but was not 
active in its affaira On his last 
appearance in the Chamber, how- 
ever, he created a sensation by de- 
fying Premier Mussolini and de- 
nouncing the Government’s one- 
party bill of parliamentary reform. 
He insisted that the presentation of 
a single Government list to 
voters under the scheme approved 
by the Fascist grand council de- 
prived the voters of any choice and 
consequently he and his friends 


_|could not vote for the bill. 


During the election of 1924 he 
presented a list of his own in Pied- 
mont which was not in opposition 
to, but independent of the Fascist 


Government, and in an election 
speech attributed many of the 
achiévements of Fascism to his 


own party. 

After the kidnaping and killing 
of the Socialist Deputy Giacomo 
Matteotti, Giolitti went over to the 
opposition, but did not leave the 
Chamber when the Socialists with- 
drew. 


Giolitti, With Uncqualed Influence, 
Was Premier Five Times. 

For nearly four decades Giovanni 
Giolitti was one of the outstanding 
political figures of Italy. During 
his most active years, whether ‘n 
or out of the Government, he 
wielded a power that was little less 
than that of a dictator. 

He served as Premier five times 
and between the governments he 
headed several Premiers remained 
in power only at his discretion b>» 
cause of the majority he usual-y 
was able to control. However, wiih 
all his power and influence, Gioliit! 
had rough sailing at times because 
his policies ran contrar; to public 
cpinion. 

After the resignation of one of 
his governments a movement Was 
started for his impeachment 6. 
charges of abuse of power as a 
Minister; he fell into disfavor be- 
cause of his- opposition to Italy's 
participation in the World War, 
and in 1918 was charged with trea- 
son by a member.of the Chamber 
of Deputies, but was cleared by & 
parliamentary commission. 

Honesty Never 

Notwithstanding the numerosw 
political and governmental contro- 
versies in which he was involved 
during. his public career, there 
never was any question of Giolitti’s 
personal honesty. This was 
stressed by a parliamentary com- 
mission which investigated the con- 
dition of State banks during one of 
the early Giolitt! governments. The 
report, although acquitting him of 
any pergonal wrong-doing, proved 
disastrous to his political position 
and he was obliged to resign. 

In 1911, when Giolftt! formed his 
fourth Cabinet, a writer said of 
him: “Giolitt! is the soul of hones- 
ty, devold of affectation and pose 
and most simple in all his habits 
and his mode of life He is the 
most picturesque figure in Italy to- 
day, next to his sovereign.” 

Giolitt! was opposed to Italy's 
participation in the World War 
and believed the country's interests 
would be best served by maintain- 
ing absolute neutrality. When 
Italy’s intervention on the aide of 
the Allies became imminent i was 
said that Giolitt!, by using his per- 
sonal influence in the parliamen- 
tary majority, attempted to upset 
the Salandra Cabinet. The at- 
attempt, however, was frustrate! 
by the uprising of public opinion 
in favor of the war and during the 
campaign the aged statesmaa 
avoided public affaits.

Ior this musical drama, which 
started the final half of the Mu- 
nicipal’s season last night is the 
poorest light opera entertainment 
attempted in several years, per- 
haps the poorest in the history of 
the Forest Park organization. The 
book is involved and dull and 
the music tuneful only in spots, 
but the comedians, and come- 
diennes, of the company, by the 
introduction of a number of spe- 
cialties, very apparently injectea 
into the show at the last minute, 


managed to furnish the opening 
night crowd with considerable 
amusement which, after all, is

When trouble is brewing the 
picture is reputed to come to life 
and help the rest of the nousehold 
out of danger. The trouble comes 
in the first act when Austrian sol- 
diers arrive and take up their 
quarters in the castle. The lady in 
ermine fails to do her stunt, how- 
ever, so the daughter of the house 
wraps herself up in a beautiful 
coat—courtesy of a local furrier— 
and fools every one into believing 
that a ghost is walking. She winds 
up by promising to marry the Aus- 
trian commander which, it would 
seem, will put an end to the little 
wars between the two countries in- 
volved. It takes three acts to un- 
wind this tale for the action is slow 
and tiresome. Leonora Allen is the 
noble lady in the ermine coat and 
she was in fine voice last night. 
Sam Ash, the tenor of the Munici- 
pal company, is taking a rest this 
week and the role which would 
have fallen to him is sung by Rob- 
ert Betts, a chorus member who 
has been playing small parts from 
time to time. Mr. Betts, too, sang 
excellently last night and his duets 
with Mtss Allen were specially 
pleasing. Alice MacKenzie was de- 
lightful as a temperamental ballet 
dancer and Joseph Royer was the 
hard-hearted Austrian officer who 
reformed at the end of the show. 
Mr. Royer sings well and in a lit- 
tle dance which he attempted he at 
least did not fall down. 

But the specialties, which 
pleased the audience most, were in 
the hands of Florenz Ames, Lee 
Daly, Bernice Mershon and William 
McCarthy. They worked hard and 
got the laughs they were after.

According to London medical ex- 
perts, golden-haired beauties will 
in a comparatively short time be 
scarce, owing to their predisposi. 
tion to circulation diseases, to 
which they offer less resistance 
than the darkhaired types. 

' “The Italians and the Welsh and 
races of their type thrive in places 
like London, and the fair-haired 
races tend to < : off,” says Dr. C. 
J. Thomas of the London County 
Council Medical Department, who. 
collected statistics on the subject. 

Dr. T. Jenner Hoskin. heart spe- 
cialist at the Royal Free Hospital, 
confirms this statement in pro- 
nouncing that “rheumatism prefers 
blondes and children with blond or 
red hair are more prone to rheu- 
matism an“ heart trouble than the 
darker types.” 

An explanation is offered by Dr. 
Stella Churchill of the London 
County Council medical staff, who 
says: 


“Faired-haired people, especially 
children, are more prone to catch 
infection because they have less re- 
sistance, Their skins have less pig- 
ment than those of persons who 
are dark of hair and complexion.

DAINTY MEALS FOR WARM DAYS. 


HE first warm weather always 
T makes the appetite rather
